The closest prior 
art Isip, Jr. (U.S. Patent No. 6,189,010) fails to disclose, "providing at least one 
heterogeneously scoped link (HSL) table in a nun-RDBMS element communicating with 
at least one RDBMS, at least one table having a heterogeneously scoped link column, 
the HSL table being associated with the heterogeneously scoped link column, and 
accessing the HSL table to ensure referential integrity in an RDBMS". Isip, Jr. fails to 
suggest the claimed limitation as mentioned above in combination with other limitations 
of the dependent and independent claims. The claims 5-10 are hereby allowed.
